The middle 
seemed to give a lift, and she bobbed up 
and down almost as though in two parts.

Men 
and women in the saloon, smoking rooms, 
and cabins were lifted from couches and 
thrown to the floor. Many were bruised, 
but no one was seriously hurt. In some 
parts of the vessel the floor movement 
upward was so sudden and violent that the 
great brass tacks holding down the car- 
pets were suddenly upward toward 
the ceilings.

pened. Many were in various stages of 
undress. A score or so ran down the 
deck, in spite of the danger, to implore 
Capt. Pritchard to tell them what had 
occurred. All were assured that there 
was not the slightest danger. and the 
stewards restored quiet. Discipline was 
perfect. 

In the second cabin there was much 
more excitement than there was in the 
irst. Following the breaking of the 
propeller, there was a rush on the part of 
many in the Saloon t to get out. Fortunate- 
ly no one was hut. Down in the stoke 
hole at the time fourteen firemen were in 
a big bunker trimming coal. The shaking 
of the vessel was very bad there and in a 
few seconds the coal, piled high on the 
sides of the half empty bunker, was slid- 
ing down upon the men. It took quick 
work to prevent loss of life. One man 
had his arm broken, others were cut and 
bruised, and another had a bad cut across 
his head from being thrown against the 
side of the compartment. Another man is 
said to have been Injured by being caught 
in a closing bulkhead door. In all, half a 
dozen were more or less hurt. 

The Mauretania left Liverpool last Sat- 
urday, and she had hardly got past 
Daunt’s Rock the next day when she 
stuck her into a heavy sea. The 
powerful v plowed her way along 
without a care of the wind and sea that 
kept her sengers indoors most of the 
time. She was only traveling on three 
of her four propellers, as the port high- 
pressure propeller was lost at sea last 
Spring, and the Mauretania has been 
using only three, awaiting her October 
overhauling. 

Wednesday she met the

gale was tremendous. The seas time and 
again broke over her bows, and the 
combers were sent flying along her decks. 
In spite of that but few of her passengers 
were ill, and the great vesse] rode through 
the storm as steady as a rock. Then came 
the accident, and thé loss of the starboard 
low pressure propeller blade, and the 
consequent vertical jarring that causea 
the panic on board. Beyond saying that 
one blade of his propeller was lost Capt. 
Pritchard would not discuss the accident, 
It is probable that with the breaking ot 
the propeller the shaft bent slightly. 
Most of the shock could be accounted for 
by the racing of this broken propeller 
before the power was shut off. Imme- 
diately after the accident the engines were 
stopped and the great liner fell off into 
the trough of the sea, and It Jashed her 
from all sides. The stopping of the en- 
gines and the booming and thundering of 
the water as the ‘Vessel fell off did not 
add to the peace of mind of the pas- 
sengers. 

Investigation of the damage showed 
that the accident had started a leak in 
the after compartment near the break. 
A pump, was started going at intervals 
to keep the compartment clear. 

John W. Gates was among those who 
arrived on the ship. He and his wife 
were in their cabin at the time of the 
accident. ~ The shock was great,” said 
Mr. Gates, ‘“‘and ~ best description I 
can give is th: it the Mauretania shook as 
though she was an ege shell. I was 
scared, and so was Mrs. Gates. But be- 
fore we could think much the door burst 
open and in ran Mrs. Gates'’s maid. She 
was wild with fear. 
to sink!’ she shouted. She began declar- 
ing in French and English that she did 
not want to go down, and that if she 
did she was going down with Mrs. Gates. 

‘“‘My next impression was that the en- 
gines ceased throbbing and the vessel 
swung slowly around in the trough and 
the waves began to batter us.”’ 

The most interesting story is told by 
Miss Constance Collier, the actress. She 
was sitting f a companionway on the 
boat deck at the time of the accident. 

“There was an awful crash,”’ she said, 
‘and at the same time a wave struck us 
and a stream of water shot to the bridge. 
Then doors began to open and men and 
women ran on deck. There was scream- 
ing all over and there’ was a rush toward 
the bridge. It was short-lived excitement, 
but it was a panic while it lasted.” 

In the second cabin and steerage it was 
worse. Men and women scrambled over 
tables in the saloon to reach the doors, 
and the stewards ran about crying that 
there was no danger. 

Evidently overwrought by the accident 
was Mrs. Ellen French Vanderbilt, for 
she wanted Capt. Pritchard to let her go 
ashore in & tug Friday when the vessel 
was off Sandy Hook. This he would not 
allow, and so she and her young son did 
not come ashore until the vessel reached 
her pier. Mrs. Vanderbilt said that her 
experience had been very exciting, but 
et she did not care to go through it 
again.

LOST FROM BLAZING BOAT. 


Special to The New York Times. 
Two Men Drowned Near Washington 
and One Has a Harrowing Night. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—A backfire In 
the carburetor of a motorboat on the 
Eastern Branch at dusk yesterday re- 
sulted in the drowning of Willlam H. 
Gray and William Rule, two clerks in the 
Bureau of Navigation, and gave their 
companion, Wiiliam E. Alger, the most 
terrible night of his experience. Alger 
waded around in the slime and mud of 
the Eastern Branch for eleven hours last 
night, and only succeeded in reaching 
shore after dawn broke this morning. 

According to Alger’s story, when the 
backfire developed in the carburetor the 
boat broke at once into a mass of flames 
all around the engine. The three young 
men dived immediately into the river, and 
Alger tried to swim around the blazing 
middle of the boat to see if the flames 
could be extinguished in the stern. Alger 
was approaching the stern of the blaz- 
ing boat when Rule shouted to him to 
save Gray, who was becoming exhausted. 

Alger then supported Gray, and with 
some difficulty carried him to the shal- 
low water near the line of trees growing 
up from the bog. Then Rule shouted for 
help, and Alger tried to find him. Rule 
sank speedily, however, and when .Alger 
returned to the mud bank where he had 
left Gray standing up to his neck in 
water, Gray had disappeared. i. 2 
thought that Gray, became exhausted, and 
in the gathering dusk floundered off the 
bank in an effort to reach the edge of the 
swamp. 

It was then partly dark, and the sink- 
ing of the sputtering hulk of the pleas- 
ure craft added to the murkiness of the 
night on the river. Alger tried once or 
twice to reach the half-land of the swamp, 
but each time he felt the mud under him 
turning to ooze as the water deepened. 
Finally he resigned himself to a night in 
the water, and when morning broke he 
was barely able to reach firmer ground. 

The bodies of the drowned clerks have 
not yet been recovered.

‘All right,’’ answered Marrin, and, 
excusing himself to his friends, he arose 
and went with Clarke and the detective 
to Police Headquarters. 

District Attorney Ciarke, at Headquar- 
ters, said that In 1895 Marrin had just 
begun practicing law in Brooklyn. His 
family was well known and he wag a per- 
sonal friend of Mrs. Caroline C. Barry, 
whose husband was a wealthy fur im- 
porter. When Barry died his widow 
picked Marrin as the man to be intrusted 
with $70,000, which was to be invested in 
bonds and mortgages. 

Instead of placing the money as direct- 
ed, Mr. Clarke says, Marrin appropriated 
the $70,000 to his own use and gave the 
widow bonds and mortgages with forged 
signatures. Aryterward, when interest fell 
due, Marrin, acting as Mrs. Barry's agent, 
paid her what he represented to be the 
interest she was entitled to. His client 
became suspicious, however, and finally 
the young lawyer disappeared. 

Within a few months he was indicted 
by the Grand Jury of Brooklyn, and de- 
tectives were sent out. in search of him. 
A house in Greene Avenue was all that 


remained for the widow. She boarded up | 


the windows and lived alone in a small 
room in the basement until her death 
about a year ago. Marrin’s family was 
on intimate terms with her, but no word 
came from the man who was accused of 
running away with her fortune. 

Brooklyn detectives followed one clue 
after another and ran them all to the 
ground. <A dozen times the man was al- 
most in their hands, but each time he 
eluded them at the last minute. 
years ago. District Attorney Clarke 
learned, he says, that the man was mixed 
up in the Story Cotton Company of Phila- 
delphia, the concern which is said to 
have netted close to $3,000,00 in a swindle, 

After this concern vanished into thin 
air Marrin disappeared from Philadelphia 
He was indicted by the United States 
postal authorities for using the mails for 
fraudulent purposes, and the Government 
Secret Service men got on his trail. 

He next turned up in Paris, France, 
where, District Attorney Clarke says, he 
was in a champagne scheme which netted 
him considerable money. ‘“Arrangemenes 
were being made to bring about his ar- 
rest there when he suddenly disappeared, 
and word came that he was in Canada. 
This was about a year and a half ago. 

Up to Canada went the Brooklyn de- 
tectives, but the man had vanished just 
before their arrival. He was next heard 
from in Philadelphia, but again fooled the 
detectives and went his way. It was in 
Philadelphia that he assumed the name 
of Judge Franklin Stone, District Attor- 
ney Clarke says, and was making money 
in a new scheme. 

Mr. Clarke says that when his detectives 
looked for Judge Franklin Stone they 
were shown an aged, white-haired man 
by the Philadelphia police, and decided 
they were on a false trail. Mr. Clarke 
says the Philadelphia authorities hoaxed 
the Brooklyn detectives by producing the 
wrong man. 

A short time after this the Brooklyn de- 
tectives went to Buffalo, confident of 
finding him this time. But just before 
they could make an arrest the Federal 
authorities slipped in and Marrin was 
seized on a charge of fraudulent use of 
the mails. He was taken to Philadelphia, 
and last February was found guilty and 
sentenced to serve four years in prison. 
He took an appeal and was released under 
heavy bail. Then once more 
peared. 

Mrs. Barry, before her death, had se- 
cured a judgment against Marrin for | 
$34,000. Marrin heard of her death, pro- 
cured a lawyer in Brooklyn, and peti- 
tioned to have the judgment set aside.

It was se- 
cured in this wise: The Manila & Dagu- 
pan Road had been built under a Spanish 
franchise creating a partnership in the 
railroad between the Government and the 
company, and having among its 
terms a guarantee of a fixed income to the 
company during the life of the franchise 
for eighty-eight years.

Says Brooklyn Democrats Will Not} 


Consent to a Bipartisan Ticket. 


Senator McCarren said yesterday that 
there was no sentiment in the Demo- 
cratic organization in Brooklyn fora bi- 
partisan judiciary ticket this Fall. This 
was taken to mean that the Senator and 
his followers would name two Democrats 
for the Supreme Court, and refuse to in- 
dorse the candidacy of Justice Abel E.

It is believed that an attempt to carry 
out this plan will lead to trouble with 
the friends of Justice Luke D. Stapleton.

Friends of Stapleton.assert that it was 
agreed that he and Blackmar would be 
nominated by both parties this Fall. The 
McCarrenites say,that no such agreement 
was made. ~ 


There are rumors to the effect that if 
Blackmar does not get a Democratic in- 
dorsement, Stapleton will only accept a 
Republican nomination. In that event, it 
appears, McCarren will name two Demo- 
; crats—Isaac M. Kapper, his legal adviser 
and possibly Samuct S. Whitehouse, who 
has twice been an unsuccessful candidate 
for Supreme Court Justice. 

“The sentiment of our organization, so 
far as it is expressed through the lead- 
ers,” said Senator McCarren, *“‘is almost 
unanimously in favor of the nomination 
of two Democrats. When Justice Bart- 
lett was elected to the Court of Appeals 
we felt that Gov.

Only those who are well acquainted, 
with the Turkish dominions and the 
state of things there can fully realize 
the great changes that have taken 
place. What formerly was an absolute 
despotism, with all power concentrated 
and centred in the Sultan, has now be- 
come a constitutional monarchy, the 
Government of which is to be adminis- 
tered in as liberal a manner as possible. 
As one who has been officially con- 
nected with Turkey for nigh upon 
twenty years it may not be uninterest- 
ing for me to give a slight sketch of 
the position of things as they were and 
contrast them with what they now are, 
pointing out the great changes that 
have been wrought by the revolution, 
and also venturing to prophesy what 
will probably be the ultimate result of 
such changes, and how it will materi- 
ally affect the country at large. 
Involved Forms of Government, 


In order thoroughly to grasp the pres- 
ent situation it must be remembered 
that the Turks, albeit they have re- 
sided in Europe for some centuries, are] 


yet to a certain extent a semi- Asiatic | 
superficial 


people. Of the 5,500,000 
kilometers which comprise the Ottoman 
Empire only about 317,000 kilometers 
are situate in Europe, the rest of the 
territory being in Turkey and Asia, 
consequently a continual influx of a 
semi-Asiatic population is continually 
arriving in Constantinople, and the 
Government itself has to take into con- 
sideration the diverse nature of the 
populations and peoples over which it 
rules, and the style of Government 
which may be suitable to the European 
provinces may be quite different from 
that which is to be applied to some of 
the other and more distant provinces of 
the empire. 

This and the constant meddlesome in- 
terference by European powers in the 
administration of the Government of 
the Ottoman Empire have led various 
forms of Government to come intoj 
Vogue. Thus we have a practical au- 
tonomy of Bulgaria, subject only to 
the slightest suzerainty of the Sultan; 
an autonomy with an appointed Gov-}| 
ernor, who must be an Ottoman sub- 
ject and a member of the orthodox 
Greek Christian Church, appointed by 
the Sultan, and a House of Representa- 
tives elected by the people in the Island 
of Samos; the semi-regal rule of the 
Governors of the Lebanon; the patri- 
archal system in vogue in some parts 
of Albania and Arabia, and some of 
the more European forms of govern- 
ment in other portions of the empire. 

Leaving the exceptional styles of 
government out of consideration, it} 
may be broadly stated that the Otto- 
man Empire is divided for the purpose 
of government into valiyyets, or prov-| 
inces, which are under the administra-| 
tion of a Governor or Pasha. These 
@re again subdivided into Sandjaks, | 
which are administered under the con-| 
trol of a Vali; these are again sub-'! 
divided into Cazas, administered under r} 
the direction of a Caimacan or Bey,

Analyzing Bryan’s Speech. 


Preliminary gossip yesterday morning 
naturally tended to the dissection of the, 
speech of the Democratic candidate on | 
the previous evening.

He said that for 
a time there was considerable activity, 
advancing prices, and apparently a real 
legitimate investment demand, but this 
had vanished, leaving nothing but a dull 
routine market, and very little of that.

finally his own death. 

But so much ig sure that the heroic 
and 
men made for life is almost unexcelled. 
Their march across the inland ice of 
Greenland, from’ the bottom of Dan- 
mark’s Fjord to near the depot of Lam- 
bert’s Land, had been harder than per- 
haps any other voyage in the arctic. 

We can all picture them walking in 
that great white wilderness, poorly 
clad,

The boiler was so leaky that it was 
almost impossible/to use the engine, so 
a tugboat was sent from Copenhagen 
to tow the ice-battered ship to her 
home port. 

The work was done, the expedition 
had successfully carried out its pur- 
poses, and the shores of Greenland were 
known from Cape Farewell to Cape 
Bridgman, but the cost of the victory 
had been eat—it had cost the lives 
of Mylius Ericksen, Hig-Hagen, and

14,995 feet. 

The worst of the depredations in the! 
Palisades was in the blasting opposite | 
Riverdale. This quarrying plant cost the | 
two States $122,500, or about $500 an acre. | 
The site of Fort Lee has been given to! 
the Government by Dr. James Douglas of 
this city. It was accepted by Congress | 
last December. The site comprises about | 
two and a quarter acres on the crest of 
the Palisades opposite 160th treet. } 

These facts and figures give an idea of | 
the problem which the commission 
facing at Hook Mountain, to the north-| 
ward.

ing of art in the schools 
is receiving an almost! 
world-wide attention and 
the so-called ‘* American 
method” of encouraging 
“‘ self-expression” in the 
young student is favorably regarded both 
at home and abroad, it is interesting to 
read what the accomplished critic and 
historian M. Emile Michel has to say on 
the allied subject of an artist’s education. 
It is, of course, to be kept in mind 
that the art course of a preparatory 
school has theoretically nothing to do 
with the making of artists, and prac- 
tically contributes to that end only so far 
as it quickens observation and strength- 
ens the memory for things seen. ‘Let us, 
however, examine M. Michel’s opinions 
as they are expressed in the current num- 
ber of the Revue des Deux Mondes, with 
the idea of finding out how valuable 
from his point of view the training re- 
ceived by our future artists in their school 
years is likely to be in preparing them for 
their professional training. 
The first requirement in the education | 





of an artist, he notes, is thorough control | 


of his mental and physical faculties, that 


co-ordination of mind and hand that en- | 
ables him to translate his impressions | 


with accuracy and ease.

Like a musician, a painter must achieve 
unity in his work, but unlike the mu- 
sicilan he caanot develop his motive in 
successive periods of time. He must 
choose in his subject what seems to him 
its most pictorial moment and group 
around this qecisive moment those par- 
ticular circumstances that will serve best 
to give his representation the utmost 
clearness and eloquence. Observation and 
study of nature are what furnish him 
with his means of expression, the realities 
surrounding him give him his models for 
the forms and colors which his eye per- 
ceives and his hand reproduces, insisting 
upon such features as respond best to his 
ideas. It is, then, with the parallel educa- 
tion of his eye and hand that he must 


first concern himself. This concern should! 


take the form of constant application to 
design, ‘“‘ the foundation and framework” 
of an artist’s accomplishment, and of 
strict discipline of the memory. 


Drawing with Model Out of View. 


Incidentally. M, Michel enthusiastically 
commends M. Lecoq Boisbaudran’s meth- 
od, which consists chiefly in studying a 
model and then making one’s drawing 
without the model in view. In this way 
the faculty of observation is developed to 
almost any extent in the necessarily 
prompt notation and choice of the essen- 


tial and characteristic features of an ob- | 


ject. It applies to color as well as to de- 


sign and enables an artist to reproduce | 


fugitive effects in nature that would be 
impossible without some such training. 
M. Michel, in emphasizing the extreme 
value of this discipline of the memory,

Does the pension 
provision apply to college professors only, or 
goes it include all teachers who have served 
for a certain number of years?

In 1905 Andrew Carnegie set aside a} 
fund of $10,000,000 for the endowment | 
of a pension system for teachers. The 
articles of the fund included this clause 
relative to the foundation: 

'“ From which to provide retiring pen- 

fons for the teachers of universities, col- | 
eges, and technical schools in our coun- 
try, Canada, and New Foundland.” 

"hr. Henry S. Pritchett was made Pres!- 
dent of the foundation. The pension will 
in all probability never include beyond 
400 names, as it is conducted. This will 
represent an approximate of 150 insti- 
tutions of learning and 3,000 educators. 
Within a short time the pensions, having | 
once been alloted by the foundation, will 
practically distribute themselves auto-| 
matically. 

According to many eeducators it showed | 
@ curious misapprehension of the spirit! 
fm which Mr. Carnegie is wont to dis-| 
tribute his wealth to suppose that the| 
foundation was a charity fund. It is con-| 
tended by many that it might have been | 
observed at the very outset that the pro-| 
motion of efficiency in the field of ed-| 
ucation was the principal end he had in 
view.

Any applicant for a patent, or his as- 
signee, may prosecute his own case be- 
fore the Government bureau, but unless 
he is entirely familiar with the form of 
procedure it is generally advisable to em- 
ploy a reputable patent attorney.

D’Oyly Carte’s Opera House in London 
is the best smnenese of theatre building in 
England, according to critics.

The Court Opera House of St. Peters- 
burg may be accepted as one of the great 
institutions of the kind from the stand- 
point of art.
